j Pictures have played a vital part in 
the shaping of the destinies of the 
world and the individual.

modern commercialism beneficently 
brings within the feach of the humb- I 
lest home good copibsr^Tt is true that 
the rich buy “paintings” and the poor I 
buy “prints,’ .but no less true is it 
that there are millions of prints sold 
for each painting “sold for a for¬ 
tune.” There is a wealth in pictures 
that is unknown to “wealth.” The 
artist could wish for no fuller and 
finer appreciation of his art than that 
bestowed upon it by those without 
means to own it “in oils.” The value 
of the picture is known to those in 
all walks of life. Newspapers have 
long recognized the news value in the 
picture, educators know its education¬ 
al value, the church depends upon it 
for inspirational power. An advertis¬ 
ing writer says “to unlock the aver¬ 
age mind use a pictorial key.” ■ Sir 
Joshua Reynolds wrote “a room hung 
with pictures is a room hung with 
thoughts,” and in the words of Ben 
Jonson, “whoever loves not a picture 
is injurious to truth. The picture is 
the invention of heaven, the most 
ancient and most akin to nature. It 
is itself a silent work and always one 
and the same habit.” Man learned to 
paint and draw pictures—roughly and 
rudely at first—before he learned to 
talk and to build himself a fire. Some 
of the pictures created by the genius 
of man will be among the last things 
cherished by man. 

CANADA AND THE U. S. 

The growing importance which re¬ 
lations with Canada have attained in 
ihe minds of people of the United 
States is evidenced by the fact that 
they became the subject of special 
plank in the platform adopted by the 
Republican national convention at 
Kansas City. 

Tile declaration reads: 

“There always has been, as there 
always will be a firm friendship with 
Canada. American and Canadian in¬ 
terests are in a large measure identi¬ 
cal. Qu r relationship is one of fine mu¬ 
tual understanding and the recent ox- 
change of diplomatic officers between 
the countries is worthy of commenda¬ 
tion.” 

Canadians also will be interested in 
the emphatic defeat of the proposi¬ 
tion, coming from agrarian interests 
of the Middle West, to adopt the plan 
for the artificial stimulation of agri¬ 
culture prices embodied in thcMcNary 
Haugen bill, which was twice vetoed 
by President Coolidge. The measure 
by its provisions relating to imports 
as well as by its influence as an eco¬ 
nomic experiment, would effect Can¬ 
ada noticeably. The idea, which ap¬ 
pears to have originated in socialistic 
sentiment in the West, will not be 
tried if the Republican, party prevails 
in the election. The proponents expect 
to see it indorsed by the Democratic 
party and to make it a principal issue 
in the Caippaign, but it may not ac¬ 
cord wi^h the plans of Governor 
Smith, of New York, who doubtless 
will be the Democratic nominee. 

As an offset to this, in the minds of 
Canadians, the Republicans indicate 
a willingness to increase further the 
customs duties on agricultural im¬ 
ports—-a measure which would hit Can 
N*ia>particularly. Precedents will re¬ 
quire the Democrats to take the op¬ 
posite side of this question. 

Just as we expected. The Smiths 
are coming out strong in support of 
Governor A. E. Smith, Now York, pre¬ 
sidential candidate. At a meeting of 
a county council in Belfast, Owen 
Smith proposed a resolution congratu¬ 
lating Governor Smith i n his election 
is Democratic candid ite which was 
seconded by Patrick Smith, asking the 
Irish \liters in America to support 
Smith.

not to deprive the soul of her strength 
God honored you with the gift; why 
do you dishonor yourself with the ex¬ 
cess thereof?’

TRAINING WIVES 

In the good old days in England 
and Scotland, women were properly 
trained to silence. Any woman who 
talked too much, was gagged or brid¬ 
led. All towns had their bridle makers 
these bridles specially designed for 
curbing the active tongue.

for any distressed husband. One bridle 
was so cruel that it had merely to be 
shown to silence the scold.

She on the Farm Can Make With Her Own Hands, or 
Grow on Her Own Plot of Land, What Her 
Sister in thp City Will Buy 
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“We need but the faith for it, 
and it is at hand. We need but 
the courage to lay our hands up¬ 
on it, and in a little space it can 
be ours.” . 

But a short five years has passed 
since the New England Farm and 
Garden Association made its modest 
beginnings at helping to acquaint the 
urban woman, • eager to buy vege¬ 
tables and preserves, hooked rugs and 
other items of handicraft, with the 
rural woman who would gladly sell 
such things if she only knew where 
to sell them. 

In those small adventures there was 
no intimation that, in 1928, the ac¬ 
quainting would have been so success¬ 
fully accomplished that it would - be 
possible to invite a trained crafts 
teacher of the women’s institutes in 
England to travel about in New Eng¬ 
land during the summer weeks, teach¬ 
ing variations of craft work to its 
members. At the bottom of it is the 
success of the Farm and Garden Shop 
of the Association in Boston; it is, at 
present, the only shop quite of its 
kind in the United States; where 1000 
exchanges take consignments of cook¬ 
ery or handicraft work to sell. 

The Farm and Garden Shop trains 
those who give promise of producing 
something of which the shop could 
dispose if it were up to standard, and 
completes the cycle which means oc¬ 
cupation and benefit to the farm 
woman, pleasant acquisition and the 
satisfaction of a closer bond with the 
rural woman for the urban resident. 

From What It Has Grown 

(W 

In Boston Mrs. George U. Crocker, 
president of the New England Asso¬ 
ciation, a subdivsion of the National 
Farm and Garden Association of which 
Mrs. Henry Ford is president, ex¬ 
plained something of the progress of 
the idea. 

The setting made an appropriate 
'recitative for the conversation; over 
by a show case a volunteer sales¬ 
woman was casting up the advantages 
of a green garden smock beside those 
of a yellow one decorated with great 
nosegays of bright roses; by the door¬ 
way where there were consignments 
of boxed primroses and English daisies 
ready to be brought and set out in 
the little blank space in a corner of 
someone’s garden a young woman in 
a rose smock was explaining' the ex¬ 
cellences of wire plant stakep which 
are easy to handle and do well what 
is required of them. 

A woman in a hurry was hoping 
that there were at least a dozen plum 
cookies left because she had driven 35 
miles to get them,, and another woman 
was smiling with relief because a 
consignment of baby carrots in glass 
had arrived just when she needed 
some. 

‘‘The thing 1 like about us here,” 
Mrs. Crocker said, “is that the farm 
woman who would like to become a 
consignor to us is not turned away if 
she does not strike quite the right 
combination at first. 

Help Given Those Who Need It 
“We know that the farm woman of 
New England is clever and gifted, 
that she has both time and ingenuity 
which would go to waste if she did 
not find some outlet for them. We 
know, particularly those . of us who 
live in the city, the utter desirability 
of the things the farm woman can 
cook, the things she can make with 
her hands out of simple materials. 

, “To bring the two together was the 
first step to set a standard was col¬ 
lateral. We take in products from 
any farm woman who is a member of 
the association, and membership costs 
her a mere $2. We help those who 
have no particular way of knowing 
how the city woman likes to have such 
things presented to her, to see what 
those ways are. We help her to make 
her things 100 per cent good and to 
make the most of whatever the peri¬ 
ods are when she can consign things 
for city consumption. 

“There seems no end to the things 
women can provide if they know any¬ 
one wants them. What of the woman 
out in the country with a little green¬ 
house who cannot sell her daffodils to 
the wholesale flower market because 
she can only send six dozen at a time 
instead of 100 dozen? Well, we are 
very glad indeed to get her six dozen 
of beautiful, big daffodils and she is 
very glad to have us sell them for 60 
cents a dozen. You see, it is very 
simple.” 

The shop really began with a little 
informal weekly sale at 4 Joy Street 
Saturday mornings; a few jars of 
jellies and jams; some bunches of 
asparagus and boxes of strawberries 
in season; a hooked mat, a knit 
jacket. And then it began to grow, 
until now units have been established 


in various places, Benson, Vt., "The 
Hay Scales" in North Andover, and 
elsewhere.-i-H.C.D. 


WHEAT POOL 


Five years ago the farmers of Al- 
berta g/t together and decided to 
market tjieir.grain and with the asei.s 
tance of Aaron Sapiro formulated a 
system which is now the Alberta 
Wheat Pool. At th^rt time the farmers 
were anxious for a change in the sys¬ 
tem of marketing tfyeir grain, and 
were ready to try anything, believing 
it would be better than the old system 
of handing it over to the grain trade 
and taking whatever they had to of^ 
fer. Fanners were told by Mr. Sapiro 
that the pooling system would solve 
their problem; it has done so to the 
letter, in fact it has been one hundred 
per cent, efficient. Yet many farmers 
after five years of successful pool¬ 
ing, and realizing from thirty to four¬ 
ty cents more per bushel for their 
grain, than thtFy would if the Pool was 
not in existence, aer holding back 
from signing the second series con¬ 
tract. The reason given by the major¬ 
ity of these farmers, for not signing 
the contract, is that they think they 
can get a little more for their grain, 
from the grain trade, this 4 is the sub¬ 
stance of their objections. They see 
this possible profit of one cent per bu¬ 
shel today, and fail to vision what a 
enormous loss will he to them if the 
Wheat Pool fails to function, for the- 
laAof their co-operation. 

iT the farmers only understood how 
The grain trade' is striving to put the 
pooling system out of business, there 
would he no hesitation on their part, 
in signing up for the new series. 

The statement was made recently 
by a prominent member of the grain 
trade, that they, (the grain trade) 
were determined to fight the damned 
Whtat Pool to a finish. Who is the 
Wheat Pool? It should be every man 
who grows wheat in Canada. It is-tile 
wish of the WTieat Pool, that the mem 
bership be much larger this five year 
term than it was before. They have 
the stuff and equipment to handle 100 
per cent of the grain of the province, 
and the more grain that goes through 
this pool of yours the greater the pro¬ 
fit to each individual member. 

. Let every farmer in this province 
do his or her part to see that there is 
a 1(M) per cent sign up by the first of 
August. If you have not been ap¬ 
proached by a Wheat Pool canvasser, 
secure a contract form, sign it, and 
mail it to head office of the Wheat 
Pool at Calgary. And last but least 
why should any grain grower wait for 
his brother farmer to approach him 
on this matter, which is so vital to 
himself.—C. Clark.

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SUPERVISION IN RURAL 
SCHOOLS 

Published by Educational Committee 

of the Alberta Teachers’ Alliance 

Supervising in our rural school to¬ 
day is almost non-existent, consisting 
only of a more or less hurried visit 
once a year of the inspector, and re¬ 
sults in little more than informing the 
teacher, school board and the Depart¬ 
ment of Education, in a general way, 
of the strong and weak points of the 
teacher, and the issuance of an in¬ 
spector's report. Two visits a year 
at least was a recommendation adopt¬ 
ed at the last convention of the Al¬ 
berta Trustees’ Association. Two in- 
! spectoral yisits each year may be de- 
I sirable, but this will not and can not 
[ begin to meet the supervisory prob¬ 
lems of this province: more supec- 
] vision rather than more inspection 
can be effective in raising the general 
tone and standards of teaching. Su¬ 
pervision demands a visit to many 
school-rooms at least five or six times 
a year, and in some cases even more 
than that. 

A specific example will serve to il¬ 
lustrate the point: One of the county 
areas of the State of New Jersey with 
approximately 105 schools and a 
county superintendent and three su¬ 
pervisors, each having 35 schools to 
visit, which schools are closer to¬ 
gether and more accessible than most 
schools in our rural communities. 
Here we have experts in the educa¬ 
tional field, visiting schools for the 
sole purpose of improving the quality 
of the teaching work. They have a 
free hand to visit wherever help is 
needed and in the short space of a 
few months often visit the same 
school four or five times, constantly 
encouraging the teacher. The super- 
vistors are not required to report ex¬ 
cept occasionally to the county su¬ 
perintendent. 

All supervisory work need not ne¬ 
cessarily be done in the school itself; 
a considerable amount may be done 
by correspondence, by using the mails 
—anything to make the teacher feel 
that she js not an isolated, unit in 
the system and that others are intim¬ 
ately and professionally interested in 
her work; anything to make her ac¬ 
quainted with the work done by other 
rural teachers; anything to give her a 
chance under her isolated condition to 
make comparisons and provide an op¬ 
portunity to learn from the advice 
and help of a supervising officer.

CROP REPORT 

Issued by the Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Goverment of Alberta, 
Edmonton, July 21st, 1928 

Seventy-five to eighty per Cent, of 
the wheat crop throughout the pro¬ 
vince is in head and all grain crops 
continue to make rapid grouth, accord 
ing to telegraphic reports received by 
the department of agriculture on Fri¬ 
day for the sixth fortnightly crop re¬ 
port of the season. 

Practically all sections of Che pro¬ 
vince have benefited from intermit¬ 
tent showers during the past two 
weeks and moisture conditions are. 
generally reported as highly satisfac¬ 
tory. Only rainfall which has been 
well in excess of the average for July. 

| Hot, dry weather would be beneficial 
now in some sections where early 
sown wheat is approaching the filling 
stage. Oats and barley are making 
vigorous growth and these crops on 
early land are startinng to head. 

Conditions continue ideal for break¬ 
ing, and particularly'through the cen¬ 
tral and northern sections of the pro¬ 
vince, large areas of new land ate be 
ing cleared and brought under culti- 
vaton in readiness for next year’s 
crop. In some localities summet- 
fallowing has been hampered to some 
extent by the excessive moisture in 
the soil and the same difficulty is 
reported in connection with the culti¬ 
vation of the beet crop in the south. 

Haying is well advanced in south¬ 
ern sections. A good crop of alfalfa 
and other cultivated hays is heing cut 
and oontinued dry weather essential 
to ensure proper curing. 

Some hail damage to crop is report- 
ed but this is confined to very limited 
areas. Crops this season have been 
particularly free from insect and dis¬ 
ease injury. 

With prospects of a very satisfac¬ 
tory crop, harvesting is expected to 
start a few days earlier than in 1927 
in the Peace River country where the 
grain acreage is considerably in ex¬ 
cess of that of last year, and harvest 
throughout the province will com¬ 
mence abopt the third week in Au¬ 
gust. '

There was great need for the addition 
but the residents of Craigmyle, a 
small village and district opposed it 
tooth and nail for what The Herald 
terms “pure selfishness” 

The Canadian Pacific freighter 
“Beaverford” upon her arrival in port 
Irought a large consignment of air¬ 
planes, occupying 6,000 cubic feet of 
cargo space. This is the third consign¬ 
ment of planes to reach this country 
from England within the past five 
weeks and further shipments are to 
follow. 

The sales of radio merchandise in 
the United States amounted to over 
500 million dollars in 1927. This is a 
tremendous business to be developed 
in seven short years. About 10 million 
of the 28 million home in the United 
States are now equipped with radio 
and it is estimated that the 40 million 
people “listen in” to 649 broadcasting 
stations. 

It is said that in numerous instan¬ 
ces the Chester White Hogs shipped 
into Alberta during the past two 
months have brought with them 
disease that is causing great loss to 
those who bought. All have been 
quarantined and mahy have been 
slaughtered in order to prevent tne 
spread of hog cholera or whatever 
disease they brought over with them. 

Just now we are reading of efforts 
being made in South Africa to prevent 
prospecting for new diamond fields 
for fear that diamonds may become 
more plentiful and prices come down 
within the reach of everyone. It re¬ 
calls the career of that remarkable 
man, Cecil Rhodes who, as a consump¬ 
tive youth of 16, went from' England 
to South Africa, opened up a new em¬ 
pire, cornered the diamond output of 
the world, corailed gold mines, be¬ 
came premier of his province and died 
at 49 a multi-millionaire. When he 
finally became diamond king he laid 
his plans to make diamond mining 
profitable for all time. He figured out j 
about how many young men would 
annually be purchasing diamonds for 
their sweethearts and how many of 
the new rich would be wanting dia¬ 
monds for the adornment of their 
families and the various other possible 
markets for diamonds. Then he ar¬ 
ranged to have diamond production 
sufficiently less than the diamond de¬ 
mand 4.o make them scarce and much 
sought after and consequently high 
priced. The policy laid down by 
Rhodes is still in effect, but if the 
precious stones are always to remain 
precious the supply must be limited. 
Any one who discovers a new diamond 
mine today will not be popular with 
the men who control the diamond out¬ 
put of the world. —Grain Growers 
Guide. /

OUR COAL RESOURCES 

Dr. Allan of the University of Al¬ 
berta, a brother of Messrs. Tom and 
Robert Allan of High River, submit¬ 
ted facts and figures illustrating the j 
enormous coal wealth of Alberta. So 
great were they that there was no 
danger of a coal shortage for many 
centuries, Alberta’s available coal 
supply was 101 million tons, he de¬ 
clared. Lethbridge had large deposits 
of coal, a grade of coal described by 
Dr. Allan as one of tile best domestic 
coals on the continent. Dr. Allan drew 
an" interesting picture of these pre¬ 
historic days when nature was storing 
away the coal now being mined. Na¬ 
ture had richly endowed the province 
but it should not be wasted. This 
great resource should be wisely con¬ 
served for the future of the industry 
depends upon the intelligent use of 
the raw material, he said. 

WAR ON WEEDS 

War is being waged on the weed 
menace in Southern Alberta. But 
when we think about the millions of 
dollars lost each year because of 
weeds, we know that all our efforts 
to date have been puny. Public con¬ 
sciousness should be aroused to the 
seriousness of the situation, and this 
does not mean to say that our weed 
menace here in Southern Alberta is 
worse than it is elsewhere in Western 
Canada’s wheat belt. 

SUING STAVELY 

As an aftermath of the auto acci¬ 
dent which occurred on the highway 
south of Stavely recently, claim is 
being made on that town for result¬ 
ant damages. The tourists concerned 
in the collision, with their lawyer, 
met with the town council Tuesday 
afternoon, with a view to reaching a 
settlement. Particulars of the mishap 
were held to indicate that no respon- 
sibilty could attach to the town and 
the council declined to admit any lia¬ 
bility for the accident and could not 
consider the claim. H. O. Haslam, K. 
C., who is acting for the autoists 
stated his clients would bring suit 
against the town and the services of 
A. A. Ballachey, K. C., have been re¬ 
tained to conduct the town’s case. 

RINGNECK PHEASANTS 

The raising of Ringneck Pheasants 
from eggs sent here from Oregon is 
showing success in some instances 
and failure in others. Gus Farmer 
of Stavely raised 25 chicks from 26 
eggs, and a Huxley farmer raised 24 
chicks out of 25 eggs. H, Gardiner 
of Cayley raised 18 chicks out of 36 
eggs with four chicks being trampled 
on by the hen. Harry Gould of High 
River reports 13 chicks, and Ellison 
Capers has 16 chicks. Both claim they 
got more than 50 per cent, of their 
hatchings. 

2,400 eggs were distributed by the 
Calgary Fish and Game Association 
this year in a further effort to stock 
the province with these birds. The 
provincial department of agriculture j 
were responsible for 500 eggs, and the i 
Hon. George Hoadley reported that [ 
50 per cent had successfully hatched, 
but that blackbird depredations and 
other losses had brought the final 
figures to between 30 and 35 per cent 
successful raisings. 

BISHOP PINKHAM DEAD 

Rt. Rev. Cyprian Pinkham died at 
his home in Calgary, Wednesdays 
morning, July 18th at the age of 84 | 
years, e was consecrated as bishop in '
